90 PEASANTS. PRISONERS IN 
CAVE, RESCUED BY AMERICANS 


Starving French Civilians Had Been 
Held Captive for Five Weeks by 
Germans. 


By the Associated Press. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
ON THE AISNE-MARNE FRONT, 
Aug. 7.—WNinety French peasants 
who had been living in a large cave 
near Ville-Savoye, southwest of 
Fismes, were rescued by the Ameri- 
cans, after having passed through 
two battles and remaining prisoners 
of the Germans for five weeks. 

When discovered by the Americans 
the peasants were nearly starved, 
their scant supplies of food having 
Seen almost exhausted before the 
last battle of the Vesle began. 

The refugees mainly were elderly 
men and women, with a few chil- 
dren. When the Americans arrived 
many of the peasants knelt in prayer 
at their deliverance.

The vote, while light compared 
with the usual primary returns in 
St. Louis, exceeded the total that} 
politicians had predicted before the 
balloting began, and was almost ex- 
actly the vote forecast in early edi- 
itons of the Post-Dispatch vegter- 
day. 

A total of 47,934 votes were cast 
on the United States senatorship. 
Estimates in the Post-Dispatch made 
after a canvass of scattered pre- 
cincts at 10 a. m. yesterday were 
that 47,000 votes would be polled 
by both parties. 

In the last State-wide primary, 
August, 1916, 157,857 votes were 
polled. The light vote this year is 
attributed to the large number of 
men who have gone from St. Louis 
into war service, a lack of interest 
in primary politics, and to the seem- 
ingly large number of persons who 
had moved since registration day 
and who had not had their ad- 
dresses changed on the election 
books. 

Chapman Defeats Tamme. 

Next to the contest for the nomi- 
nation for Circuit Judges, the great-. 
est interest in city candidates in St. 
Louis was in the Republican contest 
for License Collector, for which Oli- 
ver G. Chapman, William L. Tamme 
and Edgar S. Nicolai were candi- 
dates. Chapman surprised poli- 
ticians by his remarkably strong 
race. He won the nomination by a 
plurality of 660 over Tamme, the 
next man, his victory being due to a 
division of the organization support 
between Tamme and Nicolai. City 
Chairman Schmoll and his closest 


backing Tamme, but Nicolai had 
powerful support in several wards. 
A week ago practical politicians 
were asserting that Chapman would 
run third. 

In the other Republican contest« 
there were no surprises. 

Herman Bader, the machine can- 
didate for Clerk of the Circuit Court 
for Criminal Causes, won by a big 
plurality, as he was expected to do, 
receiving more votes than all three 
of his opponents added together.

In Fifth. District Rep. Borland 
Was Defeated for Renomi- 
nation by Bland. 


Several changes in the Missouri 
delegation in Congress, as a result of 
yesterday's primary, are indicated 


by returns received this morning, the 
principal one being the defeat of 
Congressman Shackleford of Jeffer- 
son City in the Bighth District. 
Shackleford has been in Congress 20 
years. His opponent for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, William L. Nel- 
son, swept Boone County by a vote of 
2 to 1 and even carried Shackleford's 
home county, Cole, by 150. 

Shackleford was attacked on his 
record of failure to support the ad- 
ministration on vital war measures, 
He carried Osage County, -in which 
there are a latge number of voters 
of German descent: 

Nelson carried his home town, Co- 
lumbia, by a vote of 5 to 1, and car- 
ried Jefferson City, Shackleford’s 
home, by a vote of 620 to 391. 

Boone, the banner county of the 
district, gave Nelson more than 1000 
majority. In Cooper the incomplete 
vote gives Nelson a 2-to-1 majority, 
and he seems to have carried Cole 
County.

Details of Fighting. 

The details of the fighting at 
Fiames reveal a bitter struggle for 
the town. Our onslaught. which was 
the first in which men from the lum- 
ber country of the Midle West en- 
acted heroically an efficient role, was 
delivered from a low ridge south- 
ward of the town at twilight Satur- 
day. The storming columns ad- 
vanced without artillery preparation 
or indeed much artillery protection, 
for most of our batteries were stil! 
hurrying forward along the clogged 
roads at that time. When our boyy 
got within 300 yards of the firs 
houses, which were afire, machine 
gun volleys swept them from three 
sides and a cloudburet of shrapnel 
descended upon them. 

“Tt didn’t seem to me any of us 
could get in there alive,” the Cap- 
tain that led the company told me. 
“I suppose six men were killed or 
wounded within 10 feet of me, and 
we were advancing in wide open or- 
der. It was certainly a long 300 


The first arrivals in Fismes found 
themselves on the ground behind 
walls or the debris of houses, and 
got their second wind while another 
company came up to reinforce them. 
In complete darkness the Americans 
filtered’ gingerly into the streets of 
Fismes. First one man, then a squad 
of eight, spread out like the fingers 
of a hand. would grope their way 
forward. At frequent intervals Ger- 
man machine-gun nests were located 
in cellars or on tops of houses and 
halt was ordered while the spot was 
invested with infinite care, as the 
Germans were mopped up with rifle, 
bomb and bayonet. 

Toward dawn the last defenders 
were either dead or had fallen back 
across the Vesle. 

Fire Breaks Out. 


Flames broke out all over the 
place. Gas as well as high explosives 
came to plague the Americans. They 
held on desperately, but eventually 
orders from above forced them to 
retire to the southern edge of the 
town. Thereafter for a few hours 
Fismes was No Man's Land, mauled 
by shells from both sides. Toward 
afternoon, however, the German fire 
slackened and immediately our boys 
flung forward into the positions they 
had left. Creeping gradually north- 
ward, they forged ahead during the 
night to the river. Still enfiladed by 
machine-gun volleys from the west 
as well as frontally, the Americans 
managed to dig in deep enough to 
hang on, and at dawn Monday their 
patrols were sniping boches across 
the Vesle. 

They were American cavalrymen, 
part of the force that was the first 
to tilt with the foe in the great bat- 
tle. The task they were performing 
when I glimpsed them riding so non- 
chalantly into the fray was recon- 
neissance and liason patrol. Yet in

Rain in Nebraska Is Factor in 
the Early Trading—Oats 
Are Quiet. 


Reports of rain in Nebraska broke 
the corn market here nearly 3c 
shortly after the opening today, but 
prices made a quick recovering of 
over half the loss. The weather map 
also suggested a change in general 
conditions in the next few days. Re- 
ceipts of all grains were heavy in 
primary markets 

Oats futures were steady despite 
the selling in corn and large primary 
receipts. The recent weakness in the 
market, regardless of strength in 
corn, has made for buying of oats 
by strong commission houses. 

The Omaha World-Herald says: 
“General Freight Agent Lane of the 
Union Pacific says in regard to the 
corn crop damage reports: ‘York is 
the only city in the State up to pres- 
ent to report a total loss of the crop 
in its vicinity. East of Grand Island 
to the Platte Valley there has ap- 
parently been a loss of from 40 to 
50 per cent. On the branches north 
of Grand Island crn firing badly, 
but think will be considerable sal- 
vage. South of Grand Island ald 
south of the Big Blue Valley the loss 
is already approximately 60 per cent. 
East of Fremont the damage is esti- 
mated at from 24 to 74 per cent; on 
the Superior branch 35 to 50 per 
cent. Schupler, Neb., reports cut- 
ting down corn for fodder to save 
what can. Waterloo, Neb., says 25 
to 35 per cent damage on bottom 
land and 50 to 65 per cent on high 
land. Cordova, Neb., reports 50 per
